ROYAL PROCESSION. 


The royal procession, consisting of 


Blx State carriages, escorted by Life 
Guards, left 
Buckingham Palace at 


1:30 p. m. 


Their Majesties were seated in the 


last carriage, which was drawn by the 
eight Hanoverian horses which have 
figured in all the recent royal cere- 
monies. 


The King- and Queen reached 
the 


Victoria Tower through the Mall, the 
Horse Guards and Whitehall.. 


OFFICERS OF STATE. 


A!! the great officers of State, 
in 


varied uniforms wera assembled at the 
royal entrance of the House of Peers 
to receive the King. 


The procession, which was identical 


with that of the previous similar cere- 
mony, formed and headed by the pur- 
suivants and heralds, marched to the 
robing room, their Majesties being im- 
mediately preceded by the sword of 
State, carried by the Marquis of Lon- 
donderry'. 


After the robing the procession re- 


formed and, with a blast of trumpets, 
advanced to the peers' chamber, the 
Duke of Devonshire. Lord President of 
the Council, preceding- their Majesties 
with the Imperial crown, which he 
carried on a cushion. 


ON THE THRONE. 


The King- then seated himself on the 


throne with the lords bearing the cap 
of maintenance and the sword 
of 


State standing on bis right and left. 


The Queen sn* on the left of 
the 


King and the Prinoo of Wales.on his 
right. 


The members of the House of Com- 


mons were then summoned and 
on 


their arrival, the Lotjl'High Chan- 
cellor, Earl Halsbury, kneeling, hand- 
ed the King the speech, which his Ma- 
jesty read from the 
steps 
of 
the 


throne, as follows: 


THE KING'S SPEECH. 


'"My Lords and Gentlemen:

tinue friendly.

Clifford Bogard, aged 17, was instantly 


killed. Art O'Neal, aged 30, was buried 
under the debris, and is so badly injured 
that he will die, 


Oliver Morton was next to the wall and 


a stout timber which was lodged just 
above him, saved him from being crushed 
to death. 


Mr. Barkmorton's son, Otis, aged 14, 


was 'taken out of the ruins an hour later. 


He was crushed almost beyond recogni- 


tion.

: der this morning. Grove L. Johnson, 


j the author of the bill, stated that the 
• motion before the House was to refer 
! the measure for a special committee of 
' one. for the 
purpose 
of 
having it 


amended' to read: 
'Providing that 


nothing in the bill shall bs construed 
to authorize force or violence or threat 
thereto." 


Mr. Johnson said that it was a dec- 


laration for peace ana right. 


Assemblyman Prescott said that his 


remarks on the proposal would be col- 
ored by his friendliness toward labor. 
He made reference to the denunciation 
of McArthur and Whisler, the Union 
Labor leaders, by Assemblyman Co- 
pus, and declared that they were un- 
wise. He was in favor of the amend- 
ments. 


Assemblyman Walsh, who has allied 


himself with the Union Labor members, 
pointed out that the proposed amend- 
ment is useless because of the fact that 
the present law does not countenance 
force, violence or threats. 
He further 


declared that if the House passed the 
amendment it would place itself on 
record as being afraid of the laboring 
men becoming unruly. 


Howard of Colusa remarked that he 
has been referred to as being the only 
Democrat who had not voted with the 
Union Labor members on the question. 
He said that the attitude of the latter 
struck at the very foundation of De- 
mocracy. 
Then Howard scathingly de- 


nounced the boycotts which have been 
in vogue against the hotels of this city. 
Finn, Democrat and Union Labor, 


made an unsuccessful attempt to have 


I him called.to order. 
In conclusion the 
speaker said that the labor question 
was the paramount one in the United 
States today. 


Murphy, Union Labor, replied to 


Johnson and HzrW-ard, repudiating their 
statements regarding the local strike, 
and jited the acquittal of pickets en- 
gaged in the boycotts as a fact that 
there had been no violation of the 
law.He charged that many of the Repub- 
lican members were in favor of the 
measure as originally introduced, but 
that they had been whipped into line 


\ by the party caucus. 


Labor was discussed as a property 
right by Brown, who said the suggest- 
ed amendment was in line with the 
laws of the land.

Out in the suburbs

STANFORD MEN OBJECTS 


TO WOMEN'S TENNIS. 


Are Opposed to Co=eds Having an 


Intercollegiate Hatch — But 


JiGirls Continue Plans.

BEHKZ,. y, Feb. 17.—When Miss Haz- 


ard, representing the interests of the 
women's tennis clubs of the University of 
California, went to Palo Alto yesterday to 
arrange for the Intercollegiate women's 
t5nnia tournamer.:, she was surprised to 
find the Stanford faculty committee op- 
posed to the match. Last year the Stan- 
ford professors opposed an attempt on the 
Part of tho co-eds of both universities to 
-arrange a tournament. But it was sup- 
posed that thoy had changed their views 
on tho snhj'-i't ar.il that they would place 
.no obstacles In the way this year. And 
with this understanding the 
women of 


Stanford and California have gone ahead 
with their plans nnd have virtually com- 
pleted all arrangements for the match. 


But it now seems that • the Stanford 


committee, with Dr. Frank Angel at its 
head, is still inclined to look with dis- 
favor upon the girls entering into ath- 
letic compe'.Stion. 
They claim 
that 
it 


brings their women students too promin- 
ently before the public. Though they be- 
lieve in co-education and women being on 
an equal with the men students when it 
comes to intercollegiate athletics, they 
think that the woman's sphere is to wave 
ribbon and dance with excitement on the 
bleachers—not to don a short skirt and 
enter intn a healthy and wholesome con- 
test on the tennis court. The committee 
has taken the matter under advisement, 
and will give its decision some time this 
week. As they have had just one year to 
por.d-er the question they will doubtless 
tlecido wisely. 


The objections raised this year reca.Il 


the troubles of last year. At that time 
the arrangements for a tennis match were 
r.hout completed. A meeting was

ranged for at the Palace Hotel to settle 
the minor details of the tourney. At the 
last rainuto a telegram was received by 
iho Berkeley delegates tellipg thorn that 
T-M- pome reason the meeting had been 
postponed.

The only 
conclusion to be drawn was that some of 
those opyinsed to the girls playing had 
t-t-:u both of them in a hope of prevent- 
ing tho enr.te.st.

Notwithstanding the opposition of ths 


faculty the Stanford girls went ahead 
yesterday with their negotiations with 
Miss Hazard. The Palo Alto women in- 
sist that the match, if it be played at 


jail, shall take place on the Palo Alto 
I courts. They claim that they, as the chal- 
i lenged parties, have a right to select the 
place of the match. To this Miss Hazard 
consented, although the California courts 
to ba built by Mrs. Hearst will be far 
superior to those at Stanford. The Stan- 
ford players also insisted that no double 
matches should be called, but that only 
singles should be played. In case a Cali- 
fornia girl wins one match and a Stan- 
ford girl the other, the 
winners shail 


play for the championship. This stipula- 
tion, was also conceded to by the Berk- 
eley representative, though It is greatly 
to Stafford's advantage. 
The date set 
was April 11. There the matter 
rests, 


awaiting tho decision of the Stanford fac- 
ulty committee. 


LARGE INCREASE IN 


NUMBER OF STUDENTS. 


BERKELEY, Feb. 16.—That the un- 


dergraduate registration for the year in 
the colleges at Berkeley has been no 
less than 2,440 is shown by the semi- 
annual catalogue of officers and stu- 
dents issued today by the University. 
Besides these 
2,440 
undergraduates 


there are 212 graduate students, mak- 
ing a total of 2,652 students in Berke- 
ley. In order to give the whole num- 
ber of students in the University, there 
must be added the 600 in attendance in 
San Francisco upon the schools of Law, 
Medicine, 
Dentistry, 
Pharmacy 
and 


Art. 
This makes the total 3,252. 
If 


the 830 students of the last Summer 
Session are included, the total number 
of students .in the University for 1902- 
03 should be stated as 4,082. 


The new catalogue of officers and 
students gives the names, titles, office 
and residence addresses, office hours 
and telephone numbers of the 242 offi- 
cers of instruction and administration 
whose work Is at Berkeley; and the 
names, telephone numbers, year of res- 
idence, status and college of the 2,440 
undergraduates. 
Valuable features of 


the book are an office directory for the 
Berkeley and San Francisco depart- 
ments of the University, a list of frn.- 
ternlties anrl house clubs for men and 
women, giving addresses and telephone 
numbers; a list of 'telephones In the 
University buildings, and a key to tel- 
ephones In the residences of students 
and members of the faculty. 
By the 


aid of this key knowledge of the street 
address of any member of the Univer- 
sity who lives In Berkeley is sufficient 


to find his telephone number. 


A new feature of the catalogrue Js an 


Indication as to whether a student has 
been In residence both terms of the 
present college ye^ir, or only the first 
or else the se'Sond.

BERKELEY, Feb. 17.—Another in- 


structor is to leave the University of 
California to enter upon a wider and 
more lucrative field of action. J. Burn 
Dnvy has been appointed State Agros- 
tologist to the Transvaal Government 
in South Africa, at a salary of $5,000 a 
year, with all of his expenses paid and 
his 
remuneration 
to increase 
with 


length of service. Ilia duties will con- 
sist of a study of field and forest crops 
with a view to increase the vast re- 
sources of that country. 
This hand- 
some offer comes to the California In- 
structor as a recognition of the excel- 
lent work -'he has done in his chosen 
profession of botanist. 


Instructor Davy has made a special 
study of economic and geographic bot- 
any. 
He' was educated at Ackworth 
Lodge and Tlkley College in England. 
He also studied in the Royal Botanical 
Gardens in Kew.

NEW CHANGES MADE IN THE 


INTERCOLLEGIATE RULES. 


Stanford and California Make But 


Slight Alterations in the 


Athletic Agreement 


TO SUPPRESS REVOLUTION. 


CARACAS, Feb. 17.—The 
Venezuelan 


gunboat Mirandc, which the German war- 
ships tried 
to capture in 
the 
lake of 


Maracalbo, and which was the cause of 
the shelling of Fort San Carlos by the 
German vessels, has sailed from here with 
1200 
men and 
2,000,000 rounds 
of car- 


tridges on board for a destination which 
was not announced, but is believed to be 
Tucacas. where the troops and munitions 
will be landed to assist the Government in 
crushing the revolution. 


The revolutionists near Tucacas receiv- 


ed during the night of February 12, 360 
boxes of ammunition, which were landed 
on the coast by the schooners Augusts 
and Prinzessin from the island of Curacao. 


BERKELEY, Feb. 17.—After a long and 


continued discussion, which has Just been 
ended, the athletic committees of Stan- 
ford and California have come to a not 
entirely satisfactory revision of the"inter- 
colleslate athletic agreement. The chief 
point at issue was the clause relating to 
arbitration in matters of alleged profes- 
sionalism. 
The Stanford representatives 
presented a 
cumbersome amendment, 


which, after being greajtly revised, was 
adopted. It does not alter the agreement 


the university athletes are not under the 
control of Ihe P. A. A. In case a man is 
charged with professionalism his case is 
to go to the faculty athletic committees, 
and if these disagree his case Is to be 
taken to an arbitration committee from 
the University Club. The one great dis- 
advantage of this clause is -that It makes 
no provision for .reinstatement. With the 
P. A. A. a man can be fined or suspends! 
for professionalism. 
But with the arbi- 


tration committee he will be a professional 
for all time. 


Stanford also presented some changes m 


the rules governing intercollegiate track 
athletics. The dele-gates from Palo Alto 
proposed that only live men should form 
a relay team, each one to run one-fifth 
of a mile. This will make the men start 
and finish on the turns, which is a bad 
feature. In tile old scheme there were six 
men, 
the first running half a lap. the rest 


a full lap. This brought the finish on 
the straight-away. In spite of its objec- 
tionable 
features, Berkeley agreed 
to 


adopt the change, as it will not: favor 
Stanford any. 


The other change proposed by Stanford 


WH* not adopted. 
It was to limit the 


number of entries for each event to four 
men from each university. As Berkeley 
always has more than this mimbc-r for 
an event, and as an athlete should have 
a try tor his "C" after training hard all 
seasort, 
the 
California 
representatives 


would not agree to the change and It was 
voted down. 


The other changrs were in the nature 


of a better arrangement of the different 
clause of the provision and did not alter 
it one way or the other.

' minutes. 
The boring was carried to a 


' depth of only thirty feet (less an inch) 
because the casing on hand only went 
eighteen feet, five Inches below the sur- 
face, and the mud squeezing in below the 
casing, there was risk of the tools getting 
stvick fast if we wont deeper. -My opinion 
is, however, that we reached within a 
few feet—not more than four or five—of 
the, hard-pan. This Is based upon general 
information about the government dredg- 
ing In the channel, upon what I was told 
[about the pile driving- at the shipyard and 
upon what we wore told while boring by 
an elderly gentleman named Mr. Denahy 
Mr. Denahy in 1877 had helped make bor-

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 17.—The Ala- 


meda county delegation Is demoralized 
over the difficulty experienced in 
the 


passage ot the bill providing for the 
establishment of a second police Court 
In Oakland. The matter is to come up 
In the House tomorrow on final pass- 
age and an attempt to caucus on the 
measure by the Aiameda county dele- 
gation for the purpose of trying- to se- 
cure a pronounced majority of the 
delegation in favor of the bill Is now 
being made. 


HARSH FEELINGS. 


If such a majority be not secured, 
the bill will unquestionably go down to 
defeat. 
This change has been effected 


within the last few days, and has not 
been accomplished 
without 
creating 
harsh feelings between members of the 
Senate ami House delegations 
from 


Alameda county. 
One of the Oakland delegation who 


feels ag-grleved is Senator Leavitt, who 
got the bill in question through the 
Senate, who is disappointed, not be- 
cause the hill was held up 
in 
the 


House but because, as he alleges, of 
the manner in which a stop was to put 
to its progress. 


The Senator says that when the bill 
came, up for passage in 
the 
House, 
Assemblyman Foster went to certain 
members of the Assembly and told 
them that the Governor wanted 
the 


bill to be killed.

Governor 
Pardee will s'sn the 
law 


which prohibits the. Fire and Police Com- 
missioners 
of Oakland from requiring 
more than eight hours' work in twenty- 
lour hours from members of the 
Police 
force of that city, 'ihls will necessitate 
an Increase of the force* which is now 
employed thero and a doing away of the 
"dog" and other watches which member* 
of tho force now have to keep and upon 
which they enter with feelings too deep 
for utterance. The bill was introduced 
by Assemblyman Mott in the. House and 
was passed with a great deal of unani- 
mity. 


This morning an acquaintance, of Gov- 
ernor Pardee'called upon him for the pur- 
pose of a.scert.'ifnlng. if possible, how he 
stood with respect to the signing of the 
bill.The Governor said that lie was not. as 
a rule, in favor of regulating municipal 
matters by acts of the Legislature.

There was less objection, however, to 
a measure of the kind in question than 
there would be to a host of others which 
could be brought up. The act would, he 
thought prove beneficial and the. people 
were entitled to It.

PARDER IS ADVISED AGAINST SAN- 


TA FK BILL. 


Governor Pardee has received a letter 


from Attorney John T. Doyle which. In 
effect, declares that the so-called Santa 
Fe bill which is now before him await- 
ing: his signature Is a mensure which 
Hhould not receive his official sanction. 
The measure purports, Doyle says, to 
nuthorizt! a railroad In tills State to sell 
to a corporation either within or outside 
this 
Btnte and that its alleged special 
purpose is to enable the California & 
Nevada Koad which terminates at Em- 
eryville, lo be sold to the Santa Fe Road, 
which latter, in this manner, may secure 
right oC way Into Oakland. 
Doyle holds that this is not the real 
purpose of the framers of the bill but 
rather that they propose to enable the 
Southern Pacific Rail Road Company to 
Incorporate* outside ihe Slate and thus 
place that road beyond accountability to 
California. 
The Governor is. In a quandary as to1 


tlie meaning- of the"measure and is some- 
what surprised that people of .Oakland 
who are. supposed to be interested In the 
entry 
to 
their city of the Santa. Fe, 
do not look into the matter. 'While there 
arc Oakland people here daily, yet none 
of them have come to make Inquiry into 
and to impart information as to the pur-

WALSH'S OPPOSITION TO A PUB- 


LIC DEFENDER. 


The House has -set the seal of dis- 


approval upon 
Houser's 
scheme to 


have a public defender provided In all 
counties for the purpose of defending 
impecunious people, criminals or oth- 
erwise, when charged with crime. The 
only remarks against the bill were 
made "by Assemblyman Walsh of Aia- 
nieda county. 
The bill proposed to 


pay the public defender $2400 a year, 
and gave him an assistant at $1500 and 
a stenographer at a good round sum, 
thus making the position almost as ex- 
pensive as that ot the District Attor- 
ney's office. 


Mr. Walsh said that as to the neces- 
sity of such an officer, none exists. He 
knew something of that branch of the 
service, and he never knew of a crim- 
Inul who was not adequately defend- 
ed. Occasionally, young? men were as- 
signed 
to defend criminals and. in 


some cases, the accused had pleaded 
guilty rather than go to trial, but that, 
as a rule, was because the defendants 
were guilty rather than that they had 
not been assigned good attorneys. 
In 


his county the preliminary 
examina- 


tions were 
usually 
conducted In a 


thorough manner and the facts of the 
case and the guilt of the accused were 
generally apparent when the Superior 
Court was reached. 
The expense to 
Alameda county of the proposed de- 
fender would be much 
greater than 


circumstances demanded. There would 
not be, perhaps. In that county half a 


dozen cases where criminals would be 
tried with attorneys to defend them 
who would not be as able as they 
would be If the attorneys were paid 
by the criminals themselves.

power to incorporated cities In such a 
manner that the price of the material 
shall be Just as low to the municipality 
as to the most favorite consumer. 
Some people supposed that Mr. Brit- 


ton Intended to speak . against 
the 
measure because that ia generally what 
is done by the representatives of cor- 
porations \vhen they 
appear 
before 
committees considering bills relating 
to the business of those corporations. 
Such, however, was not the case in 


this instance, because Mr. Britton s;ild 
he was in favor of the bill, especially 
if amended In a manner which would 
make the measure a little more lucid. 


MR. BRITTON'S VIEWS. 


"The bill," said Mr. Britton to the 


committee, "Is a good one, but I think 
It may be amended and 
the amend- 
ment will readily ' suggest itself 
to 


you. 
It is all right to charge 
the 


municipality no more than the most 
favored private customer is charged. 
That does not affect us in Oakland, 
because it is a fact, the . municipality 
gets as low a rate from us as does the 
consumer. 
But the rate ought to be 
based on the kind of service. For In- 
stance, we might have to supply one 
concern, say 
&00 horse-power in one 


place where it would be all connected 
nnd it would cost us compnnuively lit- 
tle, for that reason to supply the pow- 
er. 
Now, we might have to supply 
some little city where, perhaps, only 
40 horse-power was required, Sity. -for 
forty lamps, and it might cost us* ten, 
twenty, forty, perhaps 550,000, to sup- 
ply wire and 
plant to furnish that j 


power. 
So you see there ought to 'be 


an understanding as to the. kind of 
service furnished and the manner 
of 


service."
